A  second  proposed  anieudiiient  is  that  b.inks 
and  firms  shall  not  deal  in  their  own  bills  of 
exchange.  Here,  again,  the  object  is  evident 
—  to  stop  speculation  in  exchange.  ProtMbiv 
the  drafter  of  the  amendment  thinks  that  these 
who  deal  in  exchange  are  enabled  to  speculale 
largely  in  it  by  buying  their  own  bills,  Kow- 
ever  that  may  be.  it  is  obvious  that  the 
pnntiail  elTect  nf  the  proposed  amendment  — 
supposing  il  to  be  adopted  and  enforced  — 
would  be  injurious  to  bankers  and  to  Uieir 
customers,  A  man,  let  ns  suppose,  owes 
£1,000  to  a  banker  in  Brazil.  Now  he  is  free 
to  pay  the  debt  either  in  money  or  in  a  bill  of 
the  bank.  He  mav  bold,  actuailv  in  his  pos- 
session, a  bill  drawn  by  tlie  bank  to  wliich  the 
money  is  due  ,  and  it  may  be  by  far  the  most 
convenient  way  for  him  to  repay  liis  debt. 
i  But  if  the  proposed  aniendintnt  is  aiiopted  he 
I  will  be  forbiildeii  to  do  so.  He  will  iiave  in 
I  soni  e  way  or  other  to  get  the  cash  and  to  pay 
I  the  bank  ;  aud  then  he  will  have  to  get  repay- 
ment from  the  bank  on  the  very  bill  which  he 


hohis,  wbicli  the  bank  would  willingly  accejit, 
but  which  llie  law  forbitis  him  to  tender  in 
payment.  Obviously  it  is  an  unwise  proposal  ; 
and  it  is  extremely  doubtful  whether  it  would 
have  the  slightest  effect  upon  speculation  in 
exchange,  supposing  it  were  absolutely  in 
force  to-morrow. 

A  third  proposed  ameiidinenl  is  that  a  bill 
of  exchange  shall  not  be  assigned  for  10  days 
after  it  is  issued.  Here  again,  of  course,  the 
object  is  to  restrict  speculation  in  exchange 
by  preventing  dealings  in  bills  of  exchange, 
But  the  practical  result  would  be  to  hamper 
trade  in  a  very  serious  way.  Suppose,  for 
ex.iiii|)le,  a  merchant  intending  to  export  cof- 
fee Lo  London  from  Santos,  let  us  say,  draws 
a  bill  upon  London  and  sells  ib  to  a  bank, 
coiilracling  to  deliver  the  bill  on  a  day  named. 
The  merclianC  learns,  perhaps  only  a  day  or 
two  before  the  bill  is  to  be  handed  over,  that 
for  some  reason  or  other  the  shipment  of  his 
coffee  is  delayed.  Hitherto  he  could  go  to  the' 
banker  to  wlioin  he  had  s  dd  his  own  bill  and 
explain  to  him  the  reason  he  could  not  fulfii 
his  cngageinciu,  offering  instead  either  a  b.ink 
bill  or  other  approved  bill.  And,  as  a  matter 
of  cottrse,  the  oiler  would  be  accepted.  If  this 
picpuscd  aiueiidinent  were  adopted  and  en- 
t'jrced,  that  way  out  of  the  dimculty,  so  far, 
at  least,  as  a  Ijankbill  is  concerned,  would  not 
be  open  to  bini,  except  in  the  rare  case  in 
which  he  happened  to  have  had  ji  bank  bill  in 
his  possession  for  10  days.  Under  our  hypo- 
thesis he  learns  a  day  or  two  before  he  is 
bound  lo  deliver  his  bill  that  lie  will  not  be 
in  a  position  to  do  so.  Therefore  lie  has  only 
a  djy  or  twi»  loublain  some  other  bill  to  take 
its  place.  And  if  llie  aineiidment  is  adopted, 
he  obviously  cannot  in  future  buy  a  bank  bill, 
because  th.al  could  not  be  delivered  for  10  days 
aflei  wards. 

There  are  some  indications  liiat  the  finance 
minister  has  become  persuaded  that  the  pro- 
posed ameniiiiKMits  lo  the  budget  are  nearly  as 
ill-suited  tur  the  purpose  of  slopping  specula- 
tion ill  exchange,  ami  as  likely  to  injure  gen- 
era! business,  as  the  original  bill  iiurudticed, 
and  th,.l,  therefore  he  is  looking  about  for 
an  excuse  for  ilropping  the  Wiiole  aialter.  One 
of  these  imlicatiuiis  is  that  several  newspapers 
in  Brazil,  which  at  first  were  eiilhusiaslic  in 
su[iport  of  Uie  measures  directed  against  dea- 
lers in  exchange,  have  now  turned  round  and 
are  stronglycoudenining  the  whole  proceeding, 
As  those  newspapers  are  believed  to  have  very 
close  and  intimate  relations  with  the  minister 
of  finance,  it  is  assumed  that  they  would  not 
lake  the  present  lone  if  they  had  not  got  the 
cue.  In  f.ict,  the  inference  drawn  is  that  the 
minister  desires  lo  see  all  these  proposals  con- 
demned by  the  press,  or,  at  all  events,  by  the 
press  that  he  i:aii  influence,  for  the  purpose  of 
being  able  to  say  the  public  has  run  counter 
lo  his  policy,  and  that  therefore  lie  drops  tt — 
not  of  course,  that  he  himself  is  persuaded 
that  he  ha'*  made  a  mistake,  but  because  as  a 
conslitntional  minister  in  a  republic  he  is 
bound  to  pay  a  respect  to  public  opinion. 
Whether  the  argument  be  true  or  not  will 
soon  be  seen.  But  it  certainly  is  desirable 
that  the  policy  embarked  upon  should  be 
dropped  once  for  all.  The  minister  has  done 
exceedingly  well,  Tlie  prcsidi;nt  of  the  repub- 
lic lias  earned  golden  opinions  from  all  sorts 
of  persons.  And  it  is  altogether  out  of  keeping 
with  the  general  policy  of  the  administration 
lo  promote  legislation  which  seems  lo  be  ili- 
f^cted  against  special  interests,  and  not  for 
high  nalioual  purposes.

Having  strciigtiiened  hi.s  position 
abroad,  MaiiEigei'  PctcfHeii  is  now  in  a 
position  to  meet  the  wislies  of  the  min- 
ister of  finance  by  forcing  tip  tlie  rate 
of  exchange.  Let  its  hops  that  he  will 
exercise  .sound  judgment  in  doing  it. 
It  is  a  simple  matter  in  some  wa)'s,  and 
a  desirable  one  in  otliers,  but  it  sliould 
not  be  forgotten  that  a  rapid  rise,  or  too 
great  a  rise,  will  do  an  immense  anioniit 
of  mischief.  Much  as  we  may  wish  to 
see  a  liigher  rate  of  exchange,  every 
step  implies  loss  to  conuiiffrce,  addi- 
tional burdens  to  the  con.suniing  classes 
and  prejudice  to  the  producing  classes. 
U  may  sound  contradictory,  biil  .still  it 
is  a  fact  that  heavy  losses  can  not  be 
avoided  in  improving  the  financial 
standing  of  the  country.  In  the  first 
place  all  gciod.s  l)ought  at  a  lower  rate  of 
exchange  will  yield  a  loss,  because  Im- 
porters and  jobbers  must  meet  the  com- 
petition of  goods  introduced  at  a  higher 
rate  of  exchange.  ■  Talcing  into  con- 
.sideration  the  large  stocks  introduced  in 
December  in  anticipation  of  increa.sed 
duties,  Ibis  risk  promises  to  yield  a 
very  heavy  loss.  As  we  saw  last  year 
when  exchange  went  above  14  within  a 
very  brief  period,  the  consmniiig  classes 
feel  tliepincb.atonce,  and  are  compelled 
to  endure  no  slight  hardship.  We  do 
not  think  the  effect  of ,  a  new  ri.se  In 
exchange  will  be  so  severe  as  It  was 
then,  for  concessions  have  already  been 
made  in  rents  and  in  the  prices  of 
many  articles.  Still,  tho.se  receiving 
gold  salaries  or  who  are  dependent  upon 
gold  incomes  will  find  that  their  difficul- 
ties have  been  increased.  As  for  the 
producing  classes,  it  has  been  found 
that,  in  the  production  of  an  article  at 
a  low  price,  coiiipetltiou  is  easier  under 
the  regime  of  depreciated  paper.  We 
have  heard  it  said  that  some  of  our 
textile  industries  will  be  unable  to 
compete  with  the  imported  article  with 
exchange  at  15.  If  this  is  true,  then 
increa.sing  the  rate  l)eyoiid  that  figure 
will  be  a  death-blow  to  some  industries 
and  will  cause  many  operatives  to  be 
tlirown  out  of  employment.  And  as 
for  coffee,  a  high  rate  of  exchange  spells 
ruin  for  .scores  of  planters  !  Even  at 
lod.  they  are  bitterly  complaining  that 
present  prices  leave  them  no  profit.  If 
this  is  true,  what  will  they  have  to  say 
to  12,  or  15  ?  It  is  a  difficult  problem 
to  solve,  and  happy  will  the  government 
be  which  solves  1 1  wl thou t  bri n gl tig 
irreparable  loss  upon  the  country.  We 
recognize  the  desirability  of  improving 
the  rate  of  exchange,  and  we  adtnit  all 
that  can  be  said  in  its  favor-  But  we 
can  not  fail  to  see  the  risks  involved  in 
any  rapid  rise  in  the  rate,  and  the 
supreme  danger  to  the  country  which 
that  implies.  Let  us  therefore  tnake 
haste  slowly,  so  that  the  niiniinum  of 
risk  may  be  encountered,  and  so  that 
the  ]ieople  may  have  time  to  adapt 
themselves  to  the  changes  as  they  occur. 


BANCO  DA  REPUBLICA. 
Ill  our  last  issue  we  called  attention 
to  an  unexplained  difference  in  the 
amounts  owing  by  the  Banco  da  Re- 
pubhca  to  the  national  treasury  at 
different  dates,  from  which  we  inferred 
that  the  government  had  withdrawn 
from  the  bank  the  said  difference  either 
just  before  the  collapse  of  the  bank, 
thus  precipitating  matters,  or  during  the 
period  between  that  date  and  the  or- 
ganization of  the  bank's  balance  sheet. 
We  arc  now  advised  by  the  new  admin- 
istralitiii  of  the  bank  that  this  hypathesis 
is  not  correct.  The  indebtedne.ss  of  the 
baidc  to  the  national  treasury  at  the  date 
of  suspe'n.sion  of  payments,  according  to 
the  rkvroi>niphiiiio  presented  at  the 
meeting  of  creditors,  was  43,435,2  18^- 
505,  the  difference  between  that  amount 
and  the  balance  sheet  of  31SI  August 
showing  the  withdrawals  of  the  treas- 
ur.\'.  On  4lh  January  the  bank  liqui- 
dated its  indebtedness  to  the  national 
treasury.  42.4i7,825$250,  less  2,500,- 
000$  In  matured  treasury  lulls,  39.917,- 
825$250,  by  the  issue  of  /nsrrifi0es  to 
the  aggregate  of  39,gi7,Soo$ooo,  and 
the  payment  of  25^250  in  cash.  On 
the  same  date  the  treasury  liquidated 
its  indebtedness  to  the  bank,  19, 121,- 
907^727,  wiiich  had  not  been  particular- 
ized in  preceding  Lialance  sheets,  by  the 
payment  of  r9,i2  t,yoo$ooo  In  /Hscr/Pfofs 
and  7$727  In  cash.  Tliis  very  nearly 
covers  the  unexplained  difference  to 
which  we  called  attention  and  explains 
how  onr  supposition  occurred.  As  we 
had  no  knowledge  of  this  indebtedness 
of  nineteen  thousand  contos  to  theliank, 
we  naturally  could  not  make  allowance 
for  it.  We  are  glad  to  know  tliat  the 
diiference  is  su  easily  accounted  for, 
and  we  -are  under  ever\'  obligation  to 
the  bank's  new  administration  for  the 
trouble  it  has  taken  in  explaining  the 
matter.

Of  course,  under  .such  i\ 
regime,  the  news  from  RIailriil  is  worthless. 
Rank  injustice  is  sure  to  !»e  done,  and  the 
people  may  bedriven  fi-oni  a  mere  Inniiill  into 
a  desperate  insurrection.  Weyler  is  not  a 
man  to  compromise,  nor  to  u.se  gentle  means 
for  cabning  an  excited  people.  And  his  sev- 
erity may  be  just  the  means  required  to  plunge 
iill  Spain  into  revolution,  Oppressive  govern- 
lueiit  is  bound  to  work  its  own  overtlirow  in 
gourl  time.  We  do  not  attach  nincli  impor- 
tiiice  lo  the  re]nihliL'an  manifeHlatious  of  the 
people,  for  the  alLtilention  of  Ihi;  leaders  of 
that  party  shows  llial  the  outbreak  Is  not 
its  work.  liul  tlie  Carlisls  may  1  take  advan- 
tage of  il,  and  the  republic  lUiiy  even  be  de- 
clared. At  present,  the  cause  of  the  trouble  is 
a  popular  rising  against  the  Jesidls  all  over 
Hp'tiii,  and  the  goveniiueiit  will  be  wise  if  it 
restricts  the  trouble  to  that  cause,

It  is  of 
course  possible  for  an  unwise  and  burdensome 
system  of  luxation  to  counteract  all  the  benefits 
wliicli  small  proprietors  might  confer  npoii 
the  country,  but  the  fact  still  remains  tliat 
under  normal  coni'itions  the  system  would  do 
mucli  to  enrich  and  strengthen  Ihe  country. 
Once  it  becomes  possiiile  for  a  man  of  small 
means  lo  acquire  land,  a  belter  and  permanent 
class  of  initnigrants  will  come  here  of  their 
own  accord,  and  this  will  help  to  settle  llie 
labor  quesliuu  on  which  so  mncli  public  money 
bus  been  sqiiaiidered.

—  Ill  any  considerable  rise  in  exchange,  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  tliat  the  debtor  class, 
owing  and  piving  in  currencv.  wdll  have  their 
burd-.Mi  iiicreas-,-'d  by  h  iving  to  y\\\  in  a  more 
vihiable   currem'\'. 

—  Apolias  _i^Ynic.^  (5  '/„  government  bonds) 
wereqnoleil  at  over  S^oi;  at  the  end  of  189S. 
Since  then  they  have  fallen  150*,  there  having 
recently  been  sales  at'yooifand  even  less. 
Whatever,  then,  maybe  the  effect  wliicli  the 
present  administralioii  may  have  had  in  Eu- 
rope, it  certainly  has  not  strengthened  the 
government's  credit  in   Rra-,^il. 

;  _  — Wliathas  become  of  the  redemption  fund? 
1  Since  the  30th  of  last  June  the  government, 
'  accM-diiig  to  the  hilaiice-sbeets  of  IheBinco' 
d  1  Rcpublica,  had  drawn  from  this  bnik  50,- 
ono.oooS  belonging  lo  that  fund  and  it'iiaa 
ni'ireover  received  smaller  sums  collected  on 
account  of  the  fund  at  the  revenue;  stations. 
What  has  become  of  the  money?  It  has  not 
been  burnt,  for  the  total  amount  of  currency 
btiriit  since  June  30  is  only  lo.ooo.ooof.  We 
cannot  learn  that  it  is  deposited  at  any  b-ink.  "^ 
What  then  has  becom.-  of  it?  Is  it  deposited 
at  the  treasury  or  has  it  b.-en  used  for  meet- 
ing ordinary  expenses? 

—  Thegold  receipts  of  all  the  custom-houses 
except  those  of  Maudos  and  CornmbA,  which 
have  not  yet  been  reported,  amounted  last 
tnonth  to  2,888,6721319.  Those  of  the  two 
custoni-hou,ses  not  reported  will  probably  in- 
crease the  amount  to  about  3,000,000$.  There 
is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  monthiv  ave- 
rage will  exceed  this  sum  and,  indeed.'if  we 
may  judge  by  results  apparent  up  to  the  pre- 
sent, it  will  be  considerably  less.  Tlie  total 
for  the  year  may  then  be  estimated  at  not 
over  35,000, oooj,  which  is  10,460,0005  less 
than  the  budget  estimate  of  45,460,000$.  And, 
as  the  progress  of  the  financial  and  commer- 
cial crisis  still  continues  without  any  visible 
prospect  of  improvement,  it  is  probable  that 
the  shortage  will  be  even  greater. 

—  Respecting  Brazil  il.self.  the  crisis  Ibat 
followed  the  wild  speculation  in  exchange  is 
not  yet  at  an  end,  and  probably  will  not  he  at 
an  end  for  some  time  to  come.  All  the  same, 
the  prospect  is  uudonbtedly  good.  The  coffee 
crop  is  1  irge  The  price  of  coffee  is  once  more 
recovering.  The  government  is  strictiU-  adbe- 
ringto  its  policy  of  economy  and  of  restriction 
of  the  paper  currency.  A  telegram  published 
this  week  states  that  it  has  once  n'pre  begun 
cancelling  paper.  Thus  tlie  finances  are  gra- 
dually being  brought  into  a  better  condition. 
N'ext  summer  the  arrangement  between  the 
goveriiinent  and  its  foreign  creditors  conies  to 
an  cud.  ,uid  well-informed  people  liope  that 
the  govcrum^nt  will  be  able  to  resume  full 
paym.'Ul.  Fven  if  it  is  not  able  to  do  so  im- 
mediately, a  little  prolongation  of  the  arrange- 
nieiit  would  not  be  a  serious  matter.  Rvery- 
body  knows  th.ilthe  government  is  labouring 
earnestly  to  improve  the  finances.  The  wild 
speculation  in  exchange  was  altogether  out  of 
its  range  of  influence,  and  has  greatly  hin- 
dered its  'iperations.  Therefore  if  llie  arrange- 
ment should  have  to  be  prolonged  for  a  while 
more  orlessmodified.it  would  not  be  a  serious 
matter.  The  main  thing  is  that  ihe  goveni- 
nient  is  working  .-issiduonslv  to  restore  order 
in  the  finances,  and  that  the  general  condi- 
tion of  the  coiinlry  is  <lecidedlv  improving
